and 12.0 deep with a gross tonnage of 319,70, to. 


which was given the ‘name’ of the Savaniah---- 


Financed by. Georgians, built by Feckett and 
Crockett of New York city and provided with a 
“steam engine” supplied Ky Stephen- Vail of Mor- 
ristown, N. J. the ship was to be commanded by 
a Connécticnt Yankee, So this venture was an’ 
all-American affair with both the South and the 
North, represented. in it.
